Younger than many American cities, Los Angeles has a remarkable collection of architectural resources in 
all styles, reflecting the legacy of notable architects from the past 150 years. As one of the most diverse cities in 
the world, Los Angeles also is breaking new ground in its approach to historic preservation, extending beyond 
significant architecture to identify and protect places of social and cultural meaning in LA’s communities. 

Bernstein, who oversees the Los Angeles Office of Historic Resources, partnered with preservation-minded 
architectural photographer Schafer to create a volume that is part case study, part field guide, and part love letter 
to the City of the Angels.

Dr. Moses is a co-author with fellow SAH/SCC Member Catherine Whitmore of Henry 
L.A. Jekel: Architect of Eastern Skyscrapers and the California Style, 1895-1950 (Inlandia Institute, 
2018). A well-known Buffalo, NY, skyscraper architect, Jekel reinvented himself and his work 
in Riverside, CA, during the early 20th century. Jekel—also successful in Philadelphia prior to 
coming to LA—is a fascinating figure, whose tale is transformational.

Join SAH/SCC Member Cory Buckner for a rare and very personal look at the work of architect 
David Wyn Roberts (1911-1982). Buckner is the author of the new book, A Cambridge Modernist: 
The Architecture of David Wyn Roberts (Crestwood Hills Press, 2020). 


In England, Roberts was a professor of architecture at the Cambridge School of Architecture, where he 
designed more college residences in the Cambridge area than any other architect during the city’s history.

Roberts’ work demonstrates his experimental approach to modern architecture and his 
interest in user experience, sensitivity to the layers of historical context, and thoughtful use 
of materials. Individuals who are interested in preservation and how to create compatible, yet 
distinctive, contemporary buildings in keeping with the Secretary of the Interior's standards will 
ind Roberts’ approach informative to their current practices. 
An architect as well as an author, Buckner is known for her books A. Quincy Jones (Phaidon, 
2002), Crestwood Hills: The Chronicle of a Modern Utopia (Angel City Press, 2015), and The Lyman 
House and the Work of Frederic P. Lyman (Crestwood Hills Press, 2017). She has also written for 
LA Architect, The Los Angeles Times, Dwell, Metropolitan Home, and many other publications.

On September Ist of last 
year, the Los Angeles-based 
architect Victor Aubrey 
Cusack passed away. He was 
104 years old. Cusack was 
born December 13, 1915, in 
Ramsey, Bergen County, New 
Jersey. He entered architecture 
school at Yale University in the 
mid-1930s only to leave in 1938 
when he apprenticed with Frank 
Lloyd Wright in Spring Green, 
Wisconsin, from October that 


year to December 1940. During the 1940s, Cusack was in the U.S.

After the war, Cusack settled in Los Angeles. There he worked for various 
architects, including J.R. Davidson, and independently designed private 
homes, some of which were published in Arts & Architecture. In 1949, 
Cusack joined the office of William L. Pereira. For nearly four decades 
he worked with Pereira, Pereira & Luckman, and Luckman Associates, 
until he retired in 1985 as the Vice-President of Pereira’s firm. 


Cusack worked on many projects for both Pereira and Luckman, among 
hem the Union 76 Oil Com 
(1949-50), the master plan for Los Angeles International airport (LAX, 
953 onwards), the Bradley International Terminal (1961), and the 
Lockheed Corporation head

n 1961 a journey around the globe that began with a flight from New 
York to Paris ended nine months later with a return flight from Hawaii 
o Los Angeles. Cusack’s travel records offer a glimpse of his private 
ife; according to friends Cusack was a snazzy dresser, a gourmand, 
and a lover of the theater, in short, a single man who cherished the 


errupted Cusack’s primary employment. 


Cusack’'s corporate designs are well represented in Los Angeles’s 
public memory. Among his domestic works, stands out the design of 
he Dora Hutchinson residence (1951) in Chatsworth, a Pereira office 


commission. In 2005, Cusack co-wrote the book, A Symbol of Los 
Angeles: The History of the Theme Building at Los Angeles International 
Airport 1952-1961 (Donning Co. Publishers), in part to clarify the 
muddled history of this iconic design. In February 2012, the Los 
Angeles Conservancy's Modern Committee designated Victor A. 


Cusack a Modern Master.
